Election/Restrictions

patient, classified in class 435, subclass 7.91. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons^ 

Inventions I and I are unrelated methods. In the instant case the different 
methods of invention have different purposes: treatment of disease versus monitoring of 
disease, the methods have different steps: administering an antibody in vivo versus 
exposing samples of sera to an antibody in vitro and have different final outcomes: 
treatment of the patient versus determining status or changes in condition of a patient. 
For the foregoing reasons, the methods are independent and distinct as claimed. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired 
a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, as 
shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
